That was five months ago, 

From what can be learned of Owen from 
his friends about town he has been going 
the pace that kills for some time. He was a 
familiar figure.at the local race tracks. He 
was known to most of the. professional 

oker players of the town, and the bar- 

eepers in the leading down-town resorts 
have a very distinct recollection of him 
as a young man who drank the green 
stuff.“ Barkeepers have a bad impression 
of men who drink absinthe. Sooner or 
later they go wrong in the lid.“ is the way 
@ well-known drink-mixer put it. 


The young man’s poetical vagaries were 
unknown to his associates. He was a well- 
bred, high-strung fellow and that was one 
side of his nature that he kept from his 
wild essociates. The specimens of verse 
found after his death show that he was a 
student of Swinburne, a poet whose in- 
spiration is purely Pagan, who dwells on the 
delights of the flesh and the sweetness of 
death when there is no novelty left in sin- 
ning. 

That was just about the condition that 
Owen had reached. He burned the candle 
at both ends and when the flame of pleas- 
ure wus out he sighed with his poet, Alas, 
but surely somewhere there js death and 
o’er death’s face the scattefed hairs of 
sleep.“ With this philosophy in his heart 
he set about committing suicide. 

Owen had been drinking absinthe all Tues- 
day, according to the story he told friends 
on Wednesday, to whom he was offering ex- 
euses for a pronounced whisky appetite. 
Wednesday night he spent over a poker 
table, according to his statement to Clerk 
Lew Harper at the Southern Hotel. From 
the peker gme he went to the Turkish 
bath room in the Planters’, where he sob- 
ered up. Then he went out, got the poison, 
went to the Southern and killed himself. 

Any old rounder who has wound up a two 
days debauch with a night over a poker 
table knows just Owen’s condition of mind 
ana body when he walked out of the Turk- 
ish bath room. He was in the depths of 

despair and self-discust. It was a state of 
mind brought on by purely physical condi- 
tions and had nothing to do with anything 
so refined or romantic as an ill-starred love 
affair. 

Owen’s coolness after taking the poison 
was the supreme indifference of physical 
exhaustion. If he had a spark ot nerve left 
he woseld not have committed the betise“ 
of associating a young woman’s name with 
his downfall.

Very little enthusiasm is displayed by 
street railroad presidents and general mana- 
gers over Councilman Uthoff's bill to es- 
t@blish street rentals upon a percertage 
basis. They argue that the ‘percentage of 
gross earnings fixed by the measure as the 
consideration to be paid by the street rail- 
road companies is altogether too high and 
represent that they are making no profits 
as it is. While they disclaim any intention 
of m g a concerted effort to defeat the 
bill it is expected that they will make 
strenuous efforts in that line. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter figured from the 
records in City Comptroller Sturgeon’s of- 


fice the increase in revenue that will result 
the measure if it becomes a law. At 
present the revenue to the city on street 
railroads from all sources is $131,000; car 
licenses, $17,000; taxes, $83,000; street rentals, 
$31,000. Altogether the street cars carry a 
total of about 100,000,000 full fares a year, 
making 5, 000, 000 total annual gross earn- 
ings. Under Councilman Uthoff's bill the 
city would receive er cent of this an- 
nually until 1900, or ,000. This would be 
an increase of $94,000 a year on street rentals 
and make a total revenue of $235,000 a year. 
For the twenty years following 3% per cent 
will be required. It is estimated that after 
1900 the gross earnings will be $6,000,000, giv- 
ing a rental of $210,000. By 1920 the gross 
earnings, it is estimated, will reach $8,000,- 
000, giving the city a street rental of $400,000 
a year, at ö per cent of the gross earnings. 


President Charles H. Turner of the St. 
Louis and Suburban told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that to compel street railroads to pay 
ene sums would be nothing short of rob- 

ery. 

The street railroads of St. Louis,” said 
Col. Turner, “are doing more for the city 
probably than any other enterprise. Suppose 
an attempt were made to tax these office 
buildings ö per cent on their gross earn- 
ings. How do you suppose such a proposi- 
tion would be received? Yet the owners of 
Shese buildings are doing practically noth- 
ing for the city, once the buildings have been 
erected. Take the street railroads, on the 
other hand. By their extension into unsettled 
districts, Shey are building up the city, in- 
creasing the value of property in entre neigh- 
borhoods, and increasing the city’s revenue 
in that way. Five per cent on the gross earn- 
ings of the street railroads would be an 
almost unheard of tax. ' 

“View this measure from the standpoint 
of fairness. Investors have put their money 
into street railroad properties, believing that 
they can depend upon just treatment from 
the city. They figured on the provisions 
of the charters granted the various com- 
panies, rightfully believing that the value of 
their investments would not be willfully im- 
paired by the power that granted them. 
Then comes a proposition to depreciate the 
investments without any justification. Oth- 
er cities protect investors. In St. Louis it 

would seem the policy is to discourage enter- 
prise. The efforts of every street railroad 
company now are being directed toward per- 
fecting the service given the public. o- 
Ats are not being turned into dividends, but 
into improvements. We are putting on the 
Manchester Electric road the finest cars 
ever seen in St. Louis, finished in Mahogony 
and all that, not for the fun of it, but en- 
tirely for business reasons. We have to do 
it. Were the street railroads protecte 
then perhaps a 5 per cent rental wou 
not be so unjust. But right now, the city 
central franchise is threatening to play hav- 
oc withrall the established lines. 


“The principle of this measure is exactly 
right,” said President Charles Green of the 
People’s Railway Company. If the* city 
were to require a rental of 2 per cent of the 
annual gross earnings each road, it 
would get ten times its present revenue 
from that source. Any percentage over 2 
per cent, though, would be unfair. - 

As to the proposed tax of $25 a mile for 
tracks constructed but not used, that is all 
right, too. Companies have no right to put 
down tracks and not use them.“ 


President John Scullin of the Union Depot 
Railway Company is confined to his bed 
by illness. Vécé-President Harry Scullin 
thought that the 8% per cent rental pro- 
vided for after 1900 was itself too large a 
ax, 


“As I understand it,” said Mr. Scullin, “tt 
is not proposed to demand 5 per cent until 
after 1920. That is a long way off, when prob- 
ably most of the persons at present in the 
street railroad business will be out of it. I 
hope to be ous of it before then. If I thought 
I had to remain in the street railroad busi- 
nes all my life; I'd jump off the big bridge. 
It is an unprofitable and thankless business. 
Just when we begin to see daylight ahead, 
and are in a position to make a little money, 

tome such measure as this bobs up and we 
find ourselves worse off than we were before. 
Such movements as this arise from the very 
erroneous belief that the street railroads 
are colning money. Ell venture to say that 
ten of the best roads in the country are 
losing money right now, and before long 
some of them will be in the hands of re- 
ceive like they are in Denver. The Union 
Depot lines have paid just one dividend in 
twenty years. 

“The net earnings are swallowed up by im- 
8 We have to extend our roads 

o protect ourselves from other roads that 
might step in and take the territory away 
from us, and then cut into our downtown 
earnings, We have to put on new rolling 
stock and.keep up with the tmprovements 
that are being brought out all the time.

THE JAIL I8 OVERCROWDED. 


The Courts Are Unable to Cope With 
the Criminal Element.

For the past month the St. Louis Jail 
has contained on the average more prison. 
ers than ever in its history. This average 
has been over 300, the highest record having 
been made on Jan. 21, when at the close of 
the day there were 313 on the lists. In past 
years it has been a rare occurrence for the 
number to reach 300. 

The reason for this is hard to determine, 
and it becomes all the more a matter for 


comment when the fact is considered that 
Judge Harvey's division of the Criminal 
Court has been disposing of cases since 
the first of the year. Although there are 
now two courts grinding away while hith- 


}erto there has been but one, the crowd in 


the jail increases instead of diminishing. 


cuit Court of Franklin County has also been 
engaged for nearly three weeks with the 
trial of Arthur Duestrow, the proceedings 
properly belonging in this city. Had one 
of the St. Louis courts been forced to oc- 
cupy its time with this case the number of 
risoners in the jail would have been still 
arger. 

There is no more difficulty now in securing 
bonds than formerly, 80 that the only 


on the increase and out of proportion to 
the growth of the city, the latter conclu- 
sion being drawn from the existence of 
Judge Harvey’s court. 

Deputy Jailer Will Wagner says that he 
has noticed an unusual increase in the 
number of persons charged with the more 
grave offenses, such as burglary, highway 
robbery and deeds of violence. In these 
cases there is more red tape necessary. 
They must be held for Judge Murphy's 
actlon and then if he binds them over to 
the Grand-jury they are kept in jail until 
an indictment is returned and one of the 
criminal courts can take up their trial. In 
petit larceny cases, of which there were 
formerly a greater number, Judge Murphy’s 
court has original jurisdiction. 

Among the 300 odd prisoners in the jail, 
there are 39 who are charged with various 
degrees of homicide.
